AT PEACE PACT 


LONDON, Aug. 3.--Confidence that 
the Kellogg pact to outlaw war will 
be an important guarantee of peace 
was expressed by the king in prorogu- 
ing parliament today 

The speech from the throne said 


My government had been hanny to 
accept the proposed treaty for the re 
nunclation of war in the form § in 


which it was finally prevosed to them 
by the government of the United 
States. The proposed treaty has simi 
larly been accepted by my govern- 
ments in the dominions and my gov 
ernment of India 

‘It 1s my confident expectation that 
when completed it will constitute a 
new and important guarantee of the 
world’s peace 

His Majesty expressed gratification 
over the visit of the king and queen of 
Afghanistan last March which streng 
thened good relations between Afghan 
istan and the British empire 

The speech took notice that nego 
(lations among the British, French 
liallan and Spanish governments for 
the revision of the Tangier statute 
had reached a successful conclusion 
and under the terms Italy became a 
contracting party to the statute and 
Spain received additional guarantees 
for the security of her zone

Proofreading isn't limited to print. 
We need inspectors everywhere, to 
detect and throw out bad work, to 
keep a product up to standard. It 
takes an enormous amount of in- 
spection to keep our complicated 
world going, because in addition to 
lack of skill and care we are all 
liable to mistakes, just this ordinary 
variety of lapses that creep into our 
work and spoil the product. 

Some psychologist can make a 
‘arge reputation and perhaps a small 
fortune by making a close-up study 
of mistakes He will have to 
specialize according to the differ- 
ent varieties of work. The adding 
machine is a tremendous brain-saver, 
for thougi: it is still possible to make 
mistakes by tapping the wrong keys, 
the chance of errors is enormously 


reduced. Mistakes in accounts have

An interesting story of the rise of 
two young men, who came to this 
part of the country in 1914 is the his- 
tory of the O’Shea Brothers of Ber- 
wyn, High Prairie, Falher, McLennan 
Peace River, Grimshaw, Whitelaw and 
Waterhole The O’Sheas, Ambrose 
and 8.

Those who might want to locate 
near Fairview will find !t impossible 
today, although three weeks ago lots 
were selling for $225 apiece. Fairview

the crops, more will be needed shortly 
Possibly the reason for the en-

These farms 
last year averaged around 45 and 55 
bushels to the acre.
